WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—A 
House Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee agreed today on a $725,000,000 
appropriation to carry the WPA 
through June 30. 

The subcommittee cut $150,000,- 
000 from the $875,000,000 President 
Roosevelt had asked for. 

The reduction still must be ap- 
proved, however, by the full Ap- 


propriations Committee, which will 
meet Thursday to consider the re- 
lief meastre. 

Administration leaders at the 
Capitol, who had been prepared in 
advance for the subcommittee's ac- 


tion to start a battle for restora- 
tion of the cut. 

Whether they would make an 
attempt to bring the figure back 
up to $875,000,000 when the bill 
finally reaches the House floor, 
was a question unanswered, 

Chairman Taylor (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, said the relief measure 
probably would be laid before the 
House Friday. He hoped to ob- 
tain passage, he said, before the 
end of the week. There was a 
probability, however, that pro- 
longed debate over relief policies 
and the administration’s spending 
program might delay final action 
until next week.

COMMUNISTS PROTEST AGAINST 
CHAMBERLAIN’S TRIP TO ROME 


Time Would Be Better Spent Talk- 
ing to Roosevelt and Russians, 
400 Say in Letter.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—A deputation 
of 400 Communists, many of them 
women, marched to 10 Downing 
street last night on the eve of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's de- 
parture for Rome. 

Shouting “Chamberlain must go,” 
the demonstrators handed in a let- 
ter urging the Prime Minister to 
refuse to grant Spanish insurgents 
belligerent rights in his talks with 
Premier Mussolini. 

“The British Prime Minister’s 
time would be more usefully occu- 
pied in conversations with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the Government of 
Soviet Russia and the democratic 
countries of Europe,” the letter 
said. 


48 U. S. BOMBERS TAKE OFF

Navy Craft Leave San Diego, Cal., 
for Canal Zone; 18 Amphibians 
on Way to Cuba.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Jan. 10.—For- 
ty-eight big patrol bombers of the 
United States navy took off today 
on a 3000-mile trip to the Canal 
Zone, the greatest massed flight 
attempted by the navy.

Critics of Supreme Court 
Nominee Skirt Close to 
Anti-Semitic Issue at Sen- 
ate Committee Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Oppo- 
nents to Prof. Felix Frankfurter’s 
confirmation to a place on the 
United States Supreme Court ap- 
peared today at a public hearing 
before a Senate judiciary sub-com- 
mittee. 

Frankfurter himself was not pres- 
ent in the crowded hearing room, 
having chosen to be represented by 
counsel, Dean Acheson, a former 
pupil of Frankfurter’s at Harvard 
Law School. Acheson was Under- 
secretary of the Treasury in the 
early years of the New Deal, re- 
signing in a disagreement with 
President Roosevelt over monetary 
policies. 

Two of the three witnesses who 


testified in the forenoon skirted 
close to the anti-Semitic issue that 
was frequently referred to at the 
time Frankfurter’s name was un- 
der consideration. Frankfurter 
had been eliminated from consid- 
eration by the President, it was 
reported prior to announcement of 
his appointment last Thursday, at 
the urging of prominent and 
wealthy Jews who feared the ap- 
pointment might stir anti-Semit- 
ism, 
Called Alien-Minded Jew. 


It was a Washington attorney, 
George E. Sullivan, who made a 
distinction between “alien-minded 
Jews” and “genuine Jewish-Amer- 
icans.” He put not only Frankfur- 
ter but Justice Louis D. Brandeis, 
also Jewish and a member of the 
court for more than 20 years, in 
the “alien-minded” category. 

Others waited to testify, and 
once at least, when Sullivan stood 
up to harangue the committee on 
the dangers of “subversive” thought 
and literature, broke into applause.

“The Red Network,” in which 
Frankfurter is listed because of a 
one-time connection with the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, will be 
the first witness tomorrow morn- 
ing, Chairman Neely announced 
just before the sub-committee ad- 
journed.

Five-Year Record Shows 
Gov. Stark Only 


Scratched Surface in Crit- 
icising Prosecutor Graves 


HOW NOTORIOUS 
CASES CAME OUT 


Delays, Dismissals for 
“Want of Prosecution’ 
and Light Penalties Mark 


Crime Careers.

Gov. Stark, in describing three 
cases handled by the office of 
Prosecuting Attorney W. W. Graves 
of Jackson County as examples of 
leniency which “smell to high heav- 
en as a travesty on justice,” mere- 
ly scratched the surface of recoris 
of numerous similar cases which 
have attracted public attention here 
for the last five years. 

In his letter to Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick, ordering him to 
“clean up” Jackson County and 
then turn to St. Louis, the Governor 
stated: 

“I need call to your mind but a 
few such instances or samples of 
justice miscarried: The notorious 
Gargotta case, with its 28 con- 
tinuances for the crime of attempt- 
ing to kill the Sheriff of Jackson 
County in cold blood in August, 
1933, was finally dismissed by the 


Prosecuting Attorney after five 
years on account of lack of evi- 
dence, although there were four 
living eye-witnesses to the assault; 
the case of the hit-and-run dfiver 
McCurdy, who killed two people in 
1929, and whose case has become 
lost since 1935 in the mass of court 
procedure; and the case of State 
vs. Joe Arvin, who was indicted for 
a felonious assault, yet was per- 
mitted to plead to, and was tried 
for, the minor offense of common 
assault, according to public press 
and statements of the Prosecuting 
Attorney.” 
Charmed Lives of Crime. 


Gov. Stark also took cognizance 
of repeated public charges here that 
“cases in which evidence abounds 
against well-known public enemies 
have been carried upon the court 
records for years through the me- 
dium of continuances and other 
well-known methods attending 
criminals in their fight for free- 
dom.” 

Examination of such records by 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed that 
certain police characters here, some 
allied with North Side Italian pol- 
iticians loyal to the Prosecutor, ap- 
pear to have led charmed lives of 
crime. While there were doubtless 
extenuating circumstances in iso- 
lated incidents, known only to those 
familiar with investigation of the 
crime, occasions of palpable len- 
iency are so numerous as to give 
rise to the conclusion that there 
are many criminals in this city who 
have scant reason to fear the law. 
At best, if finally brought into 
court, they may anticipate having 
the charges eventually dropped “for 
lack of evidence;” at worst, a light 
sentence and probable parole. 

A few months after Graves, a 
stalwart in the Pendergast machine 
organization, assumed office in 1934, 
there occurred the case of one John 
Mangaraciana which turned out to 
constitute a prosecution pattern 
followed by others. Mangaraciana 
was charged with first degree mur- 
der after two women had identified 
his picture as resembling a man 
who shot down without warning 
their companion, Lloyd _ Billings. 
They also gave police a_ license 
number of the assailant’s car, which 
proved to be that of Mangaraciana. 


Delays and Dismissal. 


Sixteen days after the shooting 
Mangaraciana surrendered to po- 
lice. He was arraigned before a 
Justice of the Peace. Then followed 
21 continuance: and two changes of 
yenue. He was finally dismissed 
for “want of prosecution.” No 
witnesses were called or subpenaed 
by the State. One of the woman 
witnesses told reporters she had 
appeared 21 times to testify and did 
not know of the disposition of the 
case until after it was dropped. She 
asserted she had been offered 
bribes not to testify, threatened 
with injury when she rejected them, 
subjected to sneering remarks by 
courtroom hangers-on. 

Another interesting case con- 
cerns Sam Bono with a record of 
23 arrests. On June 25, 1936, two

SHARECROPPERS 
FVICTED, CAMP 
ALONG HIGHWAYS 


More Join Those Spread 
Over 100 Miles in South- 
east Missouri After Being 
Ousted From Land. 


INCOME CUT TO LESS 
THAN $100 A YEAR 


They Say Action Is Due to 
Desire of Land Owners 
to Get All of U. S. Crop 
Reduction Payments.

SIKESTON, Mo., Jan. 10—Crowds 
of evicted sharecroppers with their 
wives and children, carrying their 
only possessions, converged on 
highways of the Southeast Missouri 
cotton country today to join several 
hundreds who began an organized 


exodus yesterday and spent the 
night under the stars. 

Along more than 100 miles of U. 
S. Highways 60 and 61 they camped 
in groups of varying size and inter- 
val, welcoming newcomers with 
cheerful greetings and offering to 
share the contents of large coffee 
kettles which steamed on camp- 
fires, 

By noon, State Highway patrol- 
men estimated that more than 1000 
persons were camped at the road- 
side. The number increased 
through the afternoon. 

Some rode in dilapidated auto- 
mobiles or uncertain trucks, piled 
with bedding, corn-shuck mat- 
tresses, pots and pans. At the bot- 
tom of such a heap was an iron 
cook stove and a wire coop of 
chickens frequently was topmost, 


Many on Foot. 


But there were many 
tramped down the by-ways or 
across the fields to join the knots 
about the campfires. Women and 
children bore their shares of the 
burdens of household equipment or 
earried children pick-a-back. 

From Morley to Hayti on High- 
way 61, from Sikeston to Wyatt 
on Highway 60, the scene was 
much the same. The first of the 
camps was established by seven 
Negro families yesterday at Wyatt. 
Three Negro families had estab- 
lished themselves on the right-of- 
way two miles south of Sikeston 
last midnight. By 4:30 a. m,. there 
were nine families and 60 persons 
from the vicinity of Dorena. Three 
hours later, the group was three 
times as large. There was a scat- 
tering of white families. 

C. L. Blanton, publisher of the 
Sikeston Standard, who told the 
correspondent that he had shared 
the doubts of planters that any or- 
ganized demonstration would be 
held, expressed amazement when he 
visited the group near here. 

“I didn’t think it would ever hap- 
pen,” he remarked. “This condi- 
tion is appalling. These people 
must have shelter.” 

Blanton immediately made _ ap- 
peals to Adjutant-General Lewis M. 
Means for tents and appealed to 
the Red Cross. 

“It looks like the Lord is with 
us,” said Charles Simpkins, Dorena 
cropper, as he raised a hand toward 
the bright sky. “It was drizzlin’ 
rain when we was about to start 
yesterday, but He stopped it.” 

James DuPriest, one of the rela- 
tively affluent campers near New 
Madrid who had found room for 
the family cook stove in a rattling 
automobile crowded with children, 
deplored the necessity of killing 
half a dozen bantam hens which 
he had brought. They were -pets, 
he said. 

William H. Jones, one of the 
leaders of the group, said he expect- 
ed 1000 families would be camped 
on the road by nightfall. 

“We have no place to go,” he 
said. “We don’t know whether this 
will do us any good, but it will show 
the people what we are up against.” 

Explanation of Eviction, 

All of the campers said they had 
received eviction notices and ex- 
plained that the unprecedented 
number issued at the end of the 
year was due to the desire of land

payments. As long as those lived 
on the premises as sharecroppers, 
they also shared in the Govern- 
ment payments. But if the boss 
could show that he had no share- 
croppers, employing labor at 75 
cents a day for the 120 days needed, 
he would receive all of the Gov- 
ernment payment.

A temporary injunction restrain-

V. Joyce. 

The company’s petition alleged 
that, based on present assessments, 
the county would levy approzxi- 
mately $83,791 in taxes, although

Further facts bearing on the “de- 
fense fund” and payments to the 
fund by the St. Louis Amusement 
Co., theater chain, have been ob- 
tained by the Post-Dispatch. 


A former department manager of 
the St. Louis Amusement Co., who 
would not permit use of his name, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that, in the fall of 1936, 
he saw two checks, for $2500 and 
$1400, in the company’s office. The 
checks, unsigned when he saw 
them, were made out, the $2500 
one te Clarence H. Kaimann, and 
the $1400 one to Louis Landau. 

To be valid, the Post-Dispatch’s 
informant said, the checks would 
have to have the signature of two 
of three chief executives of the St. 
Louis Amusement Co. These three 
were Nelson Cunliff, president; 
Leto Hill, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager, and George Wiegand, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Cunliff said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last week that he paid a 
large sum of money several years 
ago to John Nick. Cunliff, as told 
in last Thursday's Post-Dispatch, 
refused to give details as to the 
payment to Nick, or the reason for 
it. After publication of his state- 
ment, Cunliff denied that he had 
made it.

Kaimann admitted that the fund 
was raised, and told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter it was “for picnics and 
things like that.” Landau denied 
having anything to do with the 
fund.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—The three 
brothers of the late F. Donald Cos- 
ter, who was president of McKes- 
son & Robbins, Inc., pleaded guilty 
in Federal Court today to charges 
of violating the Securities Act of 
1934, This involved the filing of 
false financial statements with the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion and the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

Bail for George Dietrich-Musica 
and George Vernard-Musica was 
reduced from $30,000 to $500 and 
for Robert Dietrich-Musica from 
$17,00 Oto $3500. Sentence was de- 
ferred until Feb. 6. 

All three—who had _ concealed 
their relationship with Coster— 
previously had pleaded not guilty.

German-Italian Objectives. 

Despite the British-Italian agree- 
ment, in which Italy disclaimed any 
intention of trying to change the 
Mediterranean status quo, informed 
quarters in London are convinced 
Germany and Italy intend to estab- 
lish permanent air and naval bases 
in the Balearic Islands. Once this 
is done, British and French military 
experts admit the whole English- 
French strategy in a major Euro- 
pean land war would have to be 
altered. 
Informed British sources also ex- 
pressed the belief Hitler is out to 
obtain these ‘three objectives this 
year: : 

1, Carve a  Nazi-dominated 
Ukraine state out of the corners 
of Soviet Russia, Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia. and Rumania. 

2. Peacefully acquire Memel and 
the Free City of Danzig. 

3. Develop the technique of the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokyo triangle. 

Military experts believe the tri- 
angle. theory is nothing but a po- 
litical application of the tactics 
used by the German Gen. Luden- 
dorff during the World War. Lu- 
dendorff almost beat the allies by 
striking on one flank and following 
immediately with a campaign on 
the opposite flank. Experts say 
the Germans, Italians and Japanese 
are planning campaigns for 1939 in 
the same way, to annoy and 
eventually weaken the British Em- 
pire. 


Rome Press Predicts Discussion of 
Italy’s Demands on France.

Ambassadors gave a Senate-House

Joseph P. Kennedy and? William 
C. Bullitt, ambassadors to Great 
Britain: and France, respectively, 
discussed international affairs with 
the joint committee for almost two 
hours. 

At the close of the secret session, 


one of those present asserted the 


facts presented were most impres- 
sive and expressed belief they could 
not be construed as designed to 
“sell” an armaments program to 
this country. 

Senator Says He'll Tell All. 

It was learned from other mem- 
bers that Senator Reynolds (Dem.), 
North Carolina, created a stir when 
he arose in the meeting and an- 
nounced he intended to make a 
speech in the Senate soon in which 
he would disclose all the informa- 
tion he had received at today’s 
meeting. 

Reynolds made no _ statement 
when he left the session and there 
were indications some of his col- 
leagues might try to dissuade him. 

Both Bullitt and Kennedy de- 
clined to give any details concern- 
ing their reports, the latter adding: 

“There are lots of these other fel- 
lows to talk to.” 

One member said the ambassa- 
dors made no recommendations to 
the committee for bolstering Ameri- 
can defenses, but merely described 
“an utterly chaotic condition” in 
Europe. 

Another said he was more. con- 
vinced than ever that the United 
States must accelerate its arma- 
ment program. 

“Dismal Picture for Peace.” 

One committeeman said the am- 
bassadors outlined “European af- 
fairs step by step from the Munich 
conference and showed the trend of 
affairs.” He added: “It certainly 
was a dismal picture for peace.”

Said to Have Arranged Tentatively 
to Go Feb. 18 for 10-Day 
Visit in Caribbean. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, it was learned au- 
thoritatively today, has decided 
tentatively on a Caribbean cruise 
starting about Feb. 18.

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proves Plan to Outlaw 
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Practices of Unions. 


WOULD ALTER U. S. 
BUREAUS’ METHODS 


After Five Years’ Contro- 
Versy, Proposal Is Made 
for Adequate Review of 
Decisions. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—The Ameri- 
can Bar Association’s House of 
Delegates approved last night pro- 
posed legislation which would out- 
law sit-down strikes. 


The group adopted a report of). 


the association's Committee on La- 
bor, Employment and Social Se- 
curity, which recommended = an 
amendment to the National Labor 
Relations Act. 

The committee’s report indorsed 
collective bargaining and the use of 
labor tribunals to settle industrial 
disputes. 

It described the Wagner Act, 
however, as “one-sided and con- 
trary to the American spirit of fair 
play ... if it outlaws unfair prac- 
tices of employers but not of em- 
ployes and if it is a tribunal sole- 
ly for employe organizations and 
not for employers.” 

Would Insure Adequate Review. 

Action on the labor report at the 
night meeting followed approval! 
of a bill designed to establish more 
uniform methods of procedure by 
Federal administrative agencies 
and to insure to citizens adequate 


judicial review of bureaucratic de- 


cisions. 

In adopting the labor report, the 
delegates advocated amending the 
Labor Act “to define and forbid as 
illegal certain specific and clearly 
defined practices by labor organiza- 
tions and groups of workers, in- 
cluding both practices directly 
against employers and against free 
choice by individual workers.” 

They approved also the recom- 
mendation for amending the act to 
provide that after an election or a 
certification of a majority bargain- 
ing agency, “no strike, picketing, or 
boycot® #hould be tolerated and 

.. any labor organization resort- 
ing to such weapons should be de- 
nied recognition and standing for 
a definite period in the plant or in- 
dustry, under the act.” 

Under Consideration Five Years. 

The proposed measure on pro- 
cedure of Federal agencies cov- 
ered much of the controversial field 
of administrative law and had been 
under consideration by the associa- 
tion for more than five years. 

It was recommended by a special 
committee on administrative law 
and approved by the association’s 
board of governors. The House of 
Delegates authorized the’ special 
committee to submit it at once to 
Congress. 

Section I of the bill provides 
that within one year of the effec- 
tive date of the act the head of 
every department of the Govern- 
ment, “including every board, com- 
mission, authority or other agency 
of the United States,” shall issue 
rules and regulations to implement 
every statute affecting persons or 
property. 

These rules, the bill provides, 
shall be issued after public hear- 
ings at which all interested parties 
may state their approval or objec- 
tions. 

In its explanation of the bill, the 
committee, headed by O. R. Mc- 
Guire of Washington pointed 
out that, among other things, Sec- 
tion I was intended to provide 
a method “whereby business men 
and others may be advised in ad- 
vance of administrative action de- 
termining particular cases as to 
the administrative interpretation of 
the statutes.” 

Determining of Legality. 

Section II of the bill confers 
upon the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia exclusive ju- 
risdiction to determine whether 
any rule is legal. 

In the third section, the bill re- 
quires every department head to 
set up throughout the country as 
many three-man boards as are nec- 
essary to hear appeals from ad- 
ministrative orders. 

Another section of the bill pro- 
vides for review of the Appeal 
Boards’ decisions by the Circuit 
Courts of Appeal. 

It was on the third section that 
most of the disagreement within 
the House of Delegates arose. There 
was a spirited, but unsuccessful, 
movement by a group of lawyers 
to have the appeal boards made 
independent bodies rather than 
groups subordinate to the depart- 
ment heads whose orders they were 
passing upon. 

Frank J. Hogan of Washington, 
president of the association, de- 
fended the section as “one to make 
a public record of things now de- 
cided in star chambers.”

Need Is “Re-defined 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt looked back 
on a lifetime of leadership in the 
women’s suffrage and world peace 
movements yesterday and  pro- 
nounced this a “limpy, crotchety, 
old world” in which “the woman's 
task is not completed.” : 

Guest of honor at a luncheon 
given by 500 friends on her eight- 


ieth birthday, she said: 

“What five generations of men 
and women won for women is still 
ours. Now, however, earned with 
our hard-won equipment of educa- 
tion, our own pocketbooks and a 
vote, it becomes our duty to find 
the status of women in the midst 
of the new confusion. 

“There is need, and always has 
been, of a general housecleaning in 
all political party machinery in 
order to make our democracy a 
more worthy example to the world. 

“We need a rewritten and re-de- 
fined Bill of Rights for all, and it 
may prove a fatal mistake to put 
off that task too long. 


“It is highly desirable that 
women have a new national code 
of laws with every taint of the 
false and barbaric philosophies in 
the old ones removed—a code for 
free citizens and responsible 
voters.” 

Mrs. Catt reviewed the growth of 
the suffrage movement. 

She cited the founding of the 
Troy (N. Y.) Female Seminary by 
Emma Willard in 1820 as the first 
institution of higher education for 
girls, “the clergy all agreeing that 
it was a wicked waste of time for 
girls to study branches of learning 
(like geometry) so ‘1tterly beyond 
the mental grasp of the female 
sex.” 

In the 1850’s, she said, it was with 
great difficulty that some women 
were able to arrange a women’s 
abolition meeting in a church, and 
they were branded as “the deluded 
fanatical ladies.” 

As recently as 1922 the Governor 
of New York, Nathan Miller, char- 
acterized the League of Women 
Voters a “menace.”

The degree to 
which solicitation exists constitutes 
an evil that requires strong action 
in the public interest.”

Thoroughly mystified, the police 
reported to headquarters that the 
sound had been confined to a rela- 
tively quiet residential area and 
that they had definitely established 
that it had not been caused by:

Government units on the South- 
ern Catalonian front were com- 
pelled to.fall back, insurgent dis- 
patches said, to avoid being cut off 
by the advance, At some points 
insurgent units were reported to be 
well to the east of enemy forces. 

Falset is 20 miles west of Tarra- 
gona, toward which two of General- 
issimo Francisco Franco’s columns 
are reported to be converging. Tar- 
ragona is 50 miles southwest of 
Barcelona on the Mediterranean. 

Falset Immediate Objective. 

The immediate objective in this

Government dispatches, however, 
reported Gen. Jose Miaja’s troops 
were consolidating conquered posi- 
tions. 

The Government’s campaign 
along the southwestern front in 
Cordoba province is designed to 
drive a wedge-shaped offensive to 
the railroad connecting Seville with 
northern insurgent Spain. Barce- 
lona communiques reported the 
Goverhment armies were about 65 
miles from the Portuguese fron- 
tier, with four columns driving 
westward fanwise into Badajoz 
province. 

Loyalist Claims Disputed. 

Insurgent statements from Bur- 
gos and Salamanca, however, dis- 
puted Government claims to suc- 
cess and contended the Government 
counteroffensive had ended with 
tunemendous losses for the attack- 
ers. Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
co was reported to have sent con- 
gratulatory telegrams to his com- 
mander on t he western sector. 

The insurgent communique also 
denied Government assertions that 
large foreign forces were fighting 
in their Catalonian offensive. An 
insurgent source in Zaragoza, how- 
ever, told a representative of Ha- 
vas (French) News Agency that 
16,000 Italian Legionnaires among 
a total of 352,000 men were operat- 
ing in the Catalonian sector. 

This source. said that 90 to 110 
Italians were among more than 700 
insurgents pilots, observers and 
technicians. (The Rome press, in 
accounts of the war, has praised 
action by the Italian forces.) 


Italy Announces 85 of Its Planes 
Have Been Lost in Spain.

ROME, Jan. 10.—The Italian Gov- 
ernment announced yesterday that 
85 Italian warplanes had crashed, 
been shot down or had been cap- 
tured by Government forces in the 
Spanish civil war.

CRAND JURY WILL 
CHECK FINANGES 
IN EFFERSON COL 


Judge Eversole Also Tells 
Panel to Look Into Festus 
Road and School District 
Affairs. 


The Jefferson County grand jury, 
impaneled yesterday, was instruct- 
ed by Circuit Judge Edward T. 
Eversole to scrutinize closely the 
county’s tangled financial affairs 
and to inquire into the possible em- 
bezzlement of any funds from the 
County Court, the Festus Special 
Road District and the Festus School 
District. 

It was also instructed to examine 
charges of widespread gambling in 
the county. In his campaign for 


election last November, Eversole, 
who had been Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, was charged by Robert Klein- 
schmidt, his Republican opponent, 
with having permitted gambling to 
flourish during his term as prose- 


‘cutor. 


Mayor Norville W. Brickey of 
Festus, who has been Democratic 
boss of the county for the last 16 
years, has been the controlling force 
of all of the agencies singled out 
by Judge Eversole for investigation. 
His term as presiding judge of the 
County Court, expired Dec, 31; he 
is president of the school district 
and treasurer of the road district. 

Disqualifies Himself. 

Judge Eversole, who took office 
as Judge on Jan. 1, has disqualified 
himself in three cases pending in 
his court in which Brickey is de- 
fendant. They are a charge of hav- 
ing embezzled $27,500 from the 
school district; a civil suit by the 
school district for an accounting, 
and a $30,000 damage suit filed 
against Brickey by Miss Mary 
Gehrs, City Collector of Festus. 

The Judge based his disqualifica- 
tion on his personal friendship with 
Brickey. He announced that he 
had asked Circuit Judge Taylor 
Smith of Farmington to take over 
the cases if the parties to the suits 
offered no objection. 

The grand jury began its delib- 
erations yésterday with Assistant 
Attorney-General James W. Buf- 
fington one of the first witnesses. 
It will resume its work tomorrow. 

Judge’s Instructions. 

As to misusé of county funds, 
Judge Eversole, quoting from Sec- 
tion 2081 of the Revised Statutes 
of Missouri, said in his in- 
structions: “No Judge of the Coun- 
ty Court shall borrow for his own 
use, directly or indirectly, . any 
money belonging to the school fund, 
or any money whatever belonging 
to the court over which he may 
have any control, nor shall he be- 
come security for any person who 
may borrow any such money. 

“In that connection I want to 
instruct you that it is your duty 
to follow up any leads which mav 
indicate. a violation of the criminal 
laws of this State in the handling 
of funds or performance of work 
by any special road district in this 
county. 

“There has not been, so far as 
I know, any audit completed of 
any special road district, but you 
gentlemen may have access to the 
records of any district through 
the use of your powers as a grand 
jury and this Court will give you 
every assistance. 

“If your investigation discloses 
that there has been any violation 
of the criminal laws and, most spe- 
cifically, if you find any money has 
been diverted from the proper chan- 


nels, it is your solemn duty to re- 


turn an indictment for any such of- 
fenses into this court.” 
Calls Attention to Audit. 

Judge Eversole called the jury’s 
attention to the existence of an 
audit of the Festus School Dis- 
trict’s bond account, made public 
recently, which showed that the dis- 
trict had paid out $38,304 more than 
necessary for bond retirement and 
interest payments, It was on the 
basis of this audit that the embez- 
zlement warrant against Brickey 
was sworn out. 

The Court also pointed out that 
an audit of the county’s affairs by 
the State Auditor’s office showed 
discrepancies in certain accounts. 

The instructions on the gambling 
investigation stated that there “had 
been recent utterances and publica- 
tion relating to violation of the 
gambling laws.” Judge Eversole 
said he was “sure you gentlemen 
Have heard or have read of such 
alleged violations.”

UAW President Tells Union 
Executive Board He Had 
No Secret Meetings With 
Harry Bennett. 


SPECIAL CONVENTION 
TO END ROW URGED 


It Would Elect New Offi- 
cers and End Auto Work- 
ers’ Factional War Once 
and for All, He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Jan. 10.—Homer Mar- 
tin, head of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers, told the organiza- 
tion’s international executive board 
today that “the allegation there 
have been secret meetings between 
myself and Harry Bennett, person- 
al director of the Ford Motor Co., 
are totally false.” 

He denied that any deal had been 
made between himself and Bennett, 
and asked the board to “call a spe- 
cial convention of UAW to termi- 
nate once and for all the factional 
war in the union.” 

Martin asserted that “there has 
existed a union within the UAW, 
organized body whose members .. 
treat the authority and policies of 
the international union with con- 
tempt.” 

The program and policies of this 
group, Martin charged, originate 
from without the union and were 
“made to serve as the instrument 
for effecting the objectives of the 
Communist party within the UAW.” 

Purge Led to Meeting. 

The special board meeting had 
been called after criticism within 
the union of Martin’s latetst “Com- 
munist purge” and his relations 
with the Ford Motor Co.

Another request to be presented 
to the board, Martin said, probably 
would be dissolution of the CIO co- 
ordinating committee, which was 
set up by a UAW-CIO agreement 
last summer to settle factional dis- 
putes in the automobile union. 

The attitude of the board, which 
had been reported prepared to at- 
tempt to remove Martin from the 
presidency or curtail his influence, 
toward the convention request, was 
undetermined.

His Chances of Cracking the Rome-Berlin 
Axis However, Seem to Observers 
Very Remote. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10. — Brit- 
ish Premier Chamberlain’s confer- 
ence with Mussolini in Italy will 
be a real suceess from the stand- 
point of the European democra- 
cies only if it should result un- 
expectedly in making a crack in 
the Rome-Berlin axis. That is so 
because England and France just 
recently came to the definite con- 
clusion that Nazi leader Hitler is 
not susceptible to their policy of 
appeasement, or to any other in- 
fluence excepting pressure such as 
might be applied economically or 
politically. 

So they are out to weaken him— 
a fact which was just beginning 
to permeate well informed quar- 
ters when I left Europe a few days 
ago. 
An obvious method of procedure 
is to try to split the brotherhood 
of these two paramount totali- 
tarian chieftains who have been 
working so closely together that 
one igs the shadow of the other. 
No Likelihood of Break. 

Probably no one would be more 
surprised than Mr. Chamberlain if 
Mussolini should make an about- 
face, True, neutral observers gen- 
erally believe Mussolini would be 
happy if he felt free to safeguard 
his interests by swinging towards 
mighty England. Like most peo- 
ple, he doesn’t like to have his 
eggs all in one basket. 

The bonds which bind Hitler and 
Mussolini, however, are heavy. The 
last thing Mussolini is likely to do 
at this juncture is to take any 
action which would draw Hitler’s 
hostility, 

Apart from this ultra-delicate 
question, there are two other im- 
portant issues into which Mr. 
Chamberlain is bound to go. One 
is the trouble-breeding Italian 
claim to French territories, and 


the other is the continued activ- 
ity of the Rome-Berlin axis in sup- 
porting Spanish insurgent Gener- 
alissimo Franco. 

As regards Italy’s expansionist 
jdeas, England is anxious not only 
to prevent a clash between France 
and Italy, but to safeguard its own 
interests in the Mediterranean. 
Britain feels that its continued 
domination of this zone is vital, 
since it protects its African pos- 
sessions and is the direct road to 
its Far Eastern dominions. 

While many believe Italy’s de- 
mands for territory exceed its pri- 
vate optimism a good deal, still 
there is small doubt that Musso- 
lini is serious in his expansionist 
program. Few think, however, that 
he is prepared to go to war over 
the matter. 

Spanish Situation. 

The ramifications of the Spanish 
war are interlocked with the ques- 
tion of control of the Mediterra- 
nean, and with the domination of 
Western Europe. A famous British 
statesman summed up a_ wide- 
spread belief for me the other day 
in London when he said: “Is there 
anybody so foolish as to believe 
that Italy and Germany are not 
intervening in Spain for what they 
can get out of it. Germany is in 
this thing because the fatherland 
has vowed to smash France one 
day, and wants to surround her 
with hostile forces. Spain would 
make a valuable ally for the Reich. 
Italy is interested in having an ally 
at the gateway to the Mediterra- 
nean. That would be a_ serious 
menace to Britain’s control in this 
zone.” 

That pretty well sums up what a 
lot of statesmen are thinking. And 
that is something of a nut for Pre- 
mier Chamberlain to crack. 

Should he return home from his 
hunting trip fairly empty handed, 
it would cause little surprise in any 


of the chancelleries of Europe.

Indictments 
were voted against 67 judges and 
clerks of election, charging them 
with frauds in the same primary; 
but the cases were prolonged by 
continuances until more than one 
year after the date of the frauds, 
and all the cases were invalidated 
by the Supreme Court’s refusal to 
permit ballots as evidence. 

Besides the O'Mara ballot, Dun- 
lavy was charged in other indict- 
ments with casting 11 other fraud- 
ulent ballots. These ballots would 
also be unavailable as evidence, 
under the court’s ruling. 

Judge Aronson, m denying the 
subpena for the ballot, said: 

“It is the first duty of every 
court to abide by the decisions of 
the Supreme Court when such de- 
cisions clearly cover a point which 
has been presented. 

“An order to produce the records 
(ballot boxes) cannot be granted 
without an effort by this Court to 
overrule the Supreme Court. Such 
an effort this Court will not make.”

Mrs. Stern’s body was identified 
shortly after it was found by Mrs. 
Bessie Newman, operator of houses 
in the 200 block of Missouri ave- 
nue, East St. Louis.

NANKING PUPPETS 
APPEAL FOR PEACE 


Reformed Government 
Asks Nine Unconquered 


Provinces to Surrender 


on Tokyo’s Terms. 


By the Associated Press, 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 10. — Japan's 
airforce subjected Chungking, 
China's provisional capital, to bom- 
bardment today by nearly 100 
planes while the Japanese-dominat- 
ed Chinese officials of the Nanking 
Government called on the Chinese 
people to yield to Japan. 

A Japanese communique said 
Chinese military establishments at 
Chungking, nearly 1400 miles up 
the Yangtze River, were heavily 
damaged as the planes attacked in 
relays, meeting no Chinese resist- 
ance. Chinese planes were said to 
have fled at the approach of the 
Japanese air armada. It was Chung- 
king’s fifth air attack. 

Meanwhile the first public peace 
move by one of the Japanese-chos- 
en administrations in occupied ter- 
ritory appeared in the form of a 
statement by Wen Tsung-yao, pres- 
ident of the Legislative Council of 
the “Reformed Government of 
China” at Nanking. 

The Japanese have indicated that 
they hope to make such puppet 
governments the instruments of a 
peace which nominally would be 
between Japan and China even 
though the Chinese continued their 
resistance, now in the nineteenth 
month. 

Wen's statement appealed to the 
people living in nine provinces 
which he listed as still under con- 
trol of the Government headed by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to 
accept peace on the basis of the 
terms laid down Dec. 22 by Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye, then Japan’s 
Premier. 

Anti-Red Proposals. 

Konoye proposed continued Jap- 
anese occupation of strategic 
points in China “as an anti-Com- 
munist measure”; China’s adher- 
ence to the Japanese-Italian-Ger- 
man anti-Communist pact; estab- 
lishment of Inner Mongolia as a 
special anti-Communist territory, 

and China’s acceptance of a place 
in a Japan-Manchoukuo-China eco- 
nomic, political and cultural] bloc. 

The Nanking appeal, circulated 
by Domei, the Japanese news agen- 
cy, declared the fate of the mil- 
lions inhabiting the provinces 
wholly or partially under Japanese 
occupation, as well as those still 


adhering to Chiang Kai-shek, de- 


pended upon events of the near 
future. 

Wen said that although his Nan- 
king government and the “Provi- 
sional Government of China” at 
Peiping were convinced they were 
contributing to China’s salvation, 
“nevertheless the nation brands 
them as puppets” and should they 
sign a peace pact with Japan 
“they would be unable to secure 
the nation’s understanding.” 

However, he continued, should 
the nine provinces — Szechwan, 
Kwangsi, Yunnan, Kweichow, Hu- 
nan, Fukien, Sensi, Kansu and 
Sinkiang—turn from anti-Japan- 
ism to .a policy of amity, peace 
could be achieved. 


Daughter in U. S. Prison. 

Wen, Cantonese member of the 
Chinese Government shortly after 
the 1911 Republican Revolution, 
was one of the founders of the 
Nanking puppet state last March 
28. Shortly thereafter, Canton dis- 
patches reported that a mass meet- 
ing had voted the destruction of 
his ancestors’ tombs, a_ terrible 
punishment in Chinese eyes. 

Wen is the father of Maria 
Wendt, arrested on the United 
States Pacific Coast in 1936 as a 
member of an international nar- 
cotics ring. She was taken to the 
Federal prison at Anderson, W. 
Va., in May, 1937, to begin a 10- 
year term.

What St. Louis Architects 
Say About Critic Wright

History Will Hardly Place Him at Head, 


Others Nowhere, Says Benedict Farrar; 
Right in Part, Several Agree. 


Historians of architecture will 
hardly place Frank Licoyd Wright 
at the head of the profession and 
“every one else nowhere,” said 
Benedict Farrar, president of the 
St. Louis Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects, commenting 
today on Wright's critical address 
at the Liberal Forum of the Y. M. 
H. A-Y. W. H. A. Sunday. 


“The architectural bombshell 
which exploded here in the form 
of Frank Lioyd Wright, distin- 
guished architect from Wisconsin 
and Arizona,” said Farrar, “creat- 
ed just about the disturbance that 
might have been expected under the 
circumstances. Mr. Wright always 
talks just this way, and his auditors 
would be disappointed if he were 
mild and conciliatory. In other 
words, the show was fine and the 
Liberal Forum gave us more than 
our money's worth. . 

One in Ten Thousand. 

“One could take Mr. Wright 
much more seriously and perhaps 
gain some benefit from his talk 
Sunday had he not been so sweep- 
ing in his denunciation of American 
architecture and architects. But he 
was so all-inclusive in his con- 
demnation that the public must cer- 
tainly have arrived at the opinion 
that Frank Lioyd Wright cannot 
be the only architect of 10,000 now 
practicing who are right, leaving 
all the other 9999 wrong. Those 
who heard Mr. Wright Sunday 
night will recall that the only archi- 
tects to whom he gave any praise 
were two or three who are now 
dead, and even this praise was 
somewhat tempered. 

“Mr. Wright has made a contri- 
bution to architecture in this 
country and a contribution which 
will no doubt him him a place 
of some importance in the his- 
tory of architecture of this cen- 


tury when it may be written. But 
that the historian will take Mr. 


Wrigh’s own evaluation of himself 
and place him first and every one 
else nowhere is hardly within the 
realm of possibility. Moreover, Mr. 
Wright’s sweeping condemnation of 
the architectural schools of this 
country and his tacit suggestion 
that the only place a young man 
can learn architecture is as an ap- 
prentice to Mr. Wright, is hardly 
a statement that he himself should 
expect us to take seriously. 

“T repeat, Mr. Wright is a genius 
and a very brilliant man, bujd am 
glad that the remainder of the 
9999 American architects are not 
all like Mr. Wright.” 

E. J. Russell’s Attitude. 

E. J. Russell, former president of 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, said of the speaker: “He’s 
Frank Lloyd Wright, so I’m _in- 
clined to let it go by default. I 
don’t take him too seriously.” Rus- 
sell’s firm was architect of the 
Federal Building and a member of 
the Plaza Commission, which de- 
signed Civil Courts Building, Munic- 
ipal Auditorium and the War Me- 
morial—all structures which came 
in for Wright’s critical comment. 

“Wright,” Russell continued, “is 
a picturesque figure, the most pub- 
licized architect in the world. He 
has broken away from tradition 
and has been beneficial in doing 
so. He has done some good work. 
His school is splendid, training ar- 
chitects about building as well as 
designing; I’m for his type of 
school very much. -I don’t agree 
with his nonchalant statements

about our buildings; I couldn’t con- 
scientiously.” 


Austin E. Fitch, professor of 


architectyral construction at Wash- 
ington University, said that Wright 
appeared to him as a man who 
praised the attainment of culture, 
then denied it by throwing “brick- 
bats of criticism frequently quite 
unfounded on fact.” 


“In his reference to armchair 


architects teaching armchair archi- 
tects, ad infinitum, he is definite- 
ly wrong,” Fitch continued, 
the most part the men guiding the 
young architects in all the schools 
are practicing in their own right 
and their knowledge is up-to-date 
and first-hand, from the university 
of hard knocks.

load of refugee German Jews pre- 

pared to sail for South America 


and new homes today after a night 
in the United States gleefully spent 
at the movies and in restaurants. 

“Since early November,” com- 
mented one, “Jews have not been 
allowed in moving picture theaters, 
cafes or restaurants in Germany.” 

Virtually all the 143 exiles, who 
their 
names to questioners, were granted 
landing passes after the Chilean 
steamer Imperial docked for a one- 
night stay. 

Permitted to leave Germany, but 
with few possessions, they are on 
their way to Peru, Chile, Bolivia 
and Colombia, which, they said, had 
granted them entrance providing 
they had some funds.

Many of the exiles could speak 
English, and most of their remarks 
were pleas for aid to their country- 
men still in Germany. 

“Successful Jews in all parts of 
the world must raise funds to help 
these unfortunates out of a coun- 
try where they are not wanted,” 
said one. 

The one-night visitors expressed 
amazement at the number of auto- 
mobiles parked on the pier.

Police said Miller related that he 
had just parked his automobile 
when the driver of a sedan focused 
a spotlight on him and another man 
stepped from the car and fired 
three charges from a shotgun be- 
fore they sped away. 

Walter W. Winget, Miller’s attor- 
ney, told police his client had gone 
to Springfield several times recently 
to complain that slot machines were 
operating in Peoria, About a month 
ago Attorney-General John E. Cas- 
sidy ordered slot machine operators 
to rid their places of the devicés or 
face State prosecution. 

Miller was shot and wounded seri- 
ously by two Peoria detectives three 
years ago. At that time, police said 
today, he was selling a device which 
he said would open slot machines 
without using a key. The device 
was said to be “unworkable.” The 
detectives, Richard J. Claudin and 
Paul Smith, said they shot Miller 
when he did not heed their com- 
mands to halt as he walked near 
his place of business on Jan. 26, 
1936. Miller sued the detectives and 
obtained a $5000 judgment against 
Claudin March 29, 1938.

SIX ARABS SENTENCED.

Captured in Fight Near Hebron

London War Offices Denounces 
Stories of Holy Land Atrocities. 

LONDON, Jan. 10.—The War Of- 
fice yesterday denounced as “base- 
less allegations by persons and or- 
ganizations unfriendly to this coun- 
try” regarding British military ac- 
tivities in Palestine. 

The denunciation was prompted 
by German Nazi press charges and 
by stories of alleged atrocities in 
the Holy Land’ which have been 
circulated throughout all Arab 
countries. 

The War Office issued a state- 
ment outlining in detail the posi- 
tion of the British army in Pales- 
tine and also the Arab rebel set- 
up. It defended the army’s activi- 
ties, which the War Office said 
had been twisted by propagandists 
to appear as atrocities. 

The British press lately has re- 
printed German news stories point- 
ing out “terrorist tactics” in Pales- 
tine which Nazi editors elaborated 
to counter London newspaper ac- 
counts of “Jewish atrocities” in 
Germany.

WESTBROOK PEGLER of public opinion in his own country and 
defer to the social, temeramental and political prejudices of his fellow 
citizens. He must conform to rules which are not binding on his foes 
and permit the American public to assume, if it will, that his opponents 
are acquainted with and fight according to the restrictions of diplomat- 


fic decency. 
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FROM ABROAD and from his own people, President Roosevelt 
has heard himself accused of rattling the sword. It makes little dif- 
ference what the killer leaders say but it should be cited for Americans 
that his remarks were mild by comparison with the savage orations, 
the public incitations which have been heard from Germany and Italy, 
for years. The American objection to President Roosevelt's warning 
asserts that the brawls of European nations are no affair of ours 
and that this counry has been happily exempted from the malevolent 
plans of the dictators. 

But those who believe that Hitler and Mussolini have let us alone 
don’t know or forget that German and Italian conspiracies are main- 
tained in American communities to incite contempt for the American 
nation and its form of government, that Germany and Italy have at- 
tempted to interfere in American elections through blood-tie conspiracies 
and that no nation, including this one, may ever know whether it is 
at war or on terms of peace with Germany or Italy. 

Italy has not yet declared war against Abyssinia but the propagan- 
da against Abyssinia’s independence was no more vicious than Musso- 
lini’s continued campaign against the United States, But Abyssinia has 
vanished. Nazi Germany has not yet declared was against either Aus- 
tria or Czecho-Slovakia but the German propaganda which destroyed 
those countries was directed from the same source and followed the 
game treacherous method as that which is now employed to crack the 
United States, Austria and Czecho-Slovakia are still at peace with 


Germany.

UNDER HITLER’S LAWS, true Nazis are encouraged to invade 
the trusting midst of the American people as honest immigrants and 
naturalized citizens for the purpose of: serving as spies in the American 
army, navy, air force and government. He has not only invited such 
emigrants to violate America’s hospitality but threatens to torture their 
German kin-people at home if they refuse to betray this country. That 
is Hitler’s law and he holds an annual reunion of treachery in Ger- 
many at which those who have served him in foreign lands and stabbed 
their hosts in the heart are glorified as Nazi patriots.

Of Insomnia

OMPLETE insomnia never oc- 
(Ccurs Sleep is a necessary func- 

tion of the body, as necessary 
as the liver. If the liver is re- 
moved, death occurs. If sleep:is re- 
moved, death is just-as inevitable. 

Psychologists and physiologists 
alike tell us that long, sound sleep 
at nights is not necessary for per- 
fect health. 7 

But there are graduations of in- 
somnia. For one man the neces- 
sary functions of sleep may be ful- 
filled in three hours, and the rest 
of the night he is staring wide 
awake. For anothér, naps ali 
through the 24 may make up a4 
quota of six or seven hours sleep, 
but most of the night is wakeful. 
For practical purposes, insomnia 
may be defined as inability to sleep 
through the night. And for all the 
reassurances of the psychologists, 
it is an extremely disagreeable and 
even alarming symptom. We like 
to sleep when all the world is 
quiet and asleep—insomnia and 
loneliness go hand in hand. 

The fear of insanity is one of 
the most depressing features of the 
anxiety about insomnia. It is by 
all accounts an unfounded fear. 

“IT have yet to see a patient,” 
writes a physician of Guy’s Hospi- 
tal, London, “whose mental dis- 
order could fairly be attributed to 
sleeplessness.” 

There are different kinds of in- 
somnia. One person will fall asleep 
soon after going to bed, and wake 
up—bang!—staring wide awake, to 
discover it is 1:30 in the morn- 
ing. There seems no possibility of 
any more sleep that night. Then 
about three or four he falls asleep 
again and wakes—again complete- 
ly, instantly — at seven. But he 
has the feeling that his night has 
not- been restful, The insomnia 
worries him. For such a person 
the best treatment is the reading 
lamp and the book at the side of 
the bed. If he dismisses worry, 
if he does, not try to count sleep 
consciously, he will fall sleepy 
again over his book and shorten 
his waking period, 

Then there is the insomniac who 
worries about getting to sleep. He 
tosses and counts sheep for hours, 
finally dozing off in the wee smal! 
hours and waking with full day- 
light upon him. His bad hours 
are the approach of bedtime. He 
begins to worry at nine o’clock. 
And he knows, to his sorrow, that 
the more you court the elusive 
goddess, the more elusive she is. 
The treatment of insomnia may 
take many forms. One is the use 
of hypnotic medicines. The best 
of these are the barbiturates, de- 
veloped within the last few years. 
They are infinitely superior to the 
old hypnotic drugs that used to be 
used. Their names are legion— 
veronal, luminal, amytal, seconal, 
nembutal, medinal—all chemically 
very much alike. It is generally 
held that they are habit forming, 
but certainly not markedly so. One 
report shows that in the medical 
literature of the world there are 
only 400: cases of addiction to 
these drugs. 

For persons of unstable person- 
ality they may be treacherous, But 
for level-headed, responsible indi- 
viduals, whoge insomnia is based on 
worry about business or illness, an 
occasional nightly use of them is a 
life saver. They may affect animals 
badly, but, as a London doctor 
writes in a book on insomnia, “A 
guinea pig never saw his son lying 
at death’s door, and a rabbit never 
had a letter from a banker about 
the overdraft.” 

Then—as another form of treat- 
ment—the pian of relaxation advo- 
cated by Dr. Jacobson in his book, 
You Can Sleep Well, may work for 
some, Let all the muscles of the 
body relax—the eye muscles, the 
speech muscles, all the external 
muscles of the legs, arms, back and 
neck. The trouble is that this is 
just another sheep-counting stunt. 
While you are relaxing you are con- 
stantly wondering when you are 
going to sleep. : 

And it is worry that is the cause 
of most insomnia—especially worry 
about going to sleep. If you can 
rise above that, your insomnia will 
do you no harm, and is likely to 
disappear,

He didn’t attempt to explain his 
bank account or trips to Germany. 

Voss. a native of Hamburg, 
served as a Corporal in the German 
army during the World War. After 
‘the war he studied at the Technical 
‘Trade School in Hamburg and 
'eame to this country in 1928. He 
got a job with the Ireland Air- 
at Roosevelt 
Field. There he met Lonkowski, 
who was soon to become a spy, be- 
came friendly with him. After 
working at various airplane plants 
he wound up at Seversky on Jan.

.30-caliber guns were standard 
equipment but that some carried 
.50-caliber machine guns. He de- 
scribed how the bullets were fed 
into the guns and where the bul- 
let ejectors and ammunition con- 
tainers were set. 

But it took a pieced-together 
photograph of blueprints of a 
bomber, taken from Lonkowski 
prior to his flight three years pre- 
viously, described in yesterday’s 
installment of Turrou’s narrative, 
to link Voss with Werner Guden- 
berg in the spy ring. 

At first it was thought they re- 
ferred to a plane built at the plant 
where Voss stole his secrets. but 
engineers there identified them as 
representing the Curtiss-X2, built 
at Buffalo, as an experimental 
scout bomber for the United States 
Army. Voss let drop he had met 
Gudenberg at Roosevelt Field about 
the same time he had met Lon- 
kowski. It was recalied that Lon- 
kowski paid a visit to Gudenberg 
at Buffalo—and came back with 
some plans. : 

Investigation disclosed Guden- 
berg had left the Buffalo plant 
to become a foreman at the Alu- 
minum Aircraft Co. at Bristol, Pa. 
Questioned there he supplied the 
missing links in the net of evi- 
dence that enmeshed the espio- 
nage conspirators. 

Gudenburg, a native of Hamburg 
who did electrical work on Ger- 
man torpedo boats during the 
World War, said that he had 
known Voss in Germany and 
worked with him at the Ireland 
Aircraft Corporation when he 
came to this country. Lonkowski 
was there too. They became good 
friends. 

Gudenberg, who appeared will-

But prior to the trial Gudenberg 
Was spirited away on a German 
ship—forced aboard by agents of 
the German secret police, Turrou 
thinks. German ships, which played 
an integral part in the spy plot, 
as shall be described further in 
tomorrow's concluding installment 
of the hitherto unpublished materi- 
al in portions of Turrou’s 100,000- 
word account, aided also in foiling 
agents who sought to arrest Jaeni- 
chen. 


The day after Voss confessed, 
Jaenichen was due in New York on 
the Bremen. Turrou boarded the 
liner at Quarantine only to find 
a notation “did not sail” opposite 
his man’s name on the crew mani- 
fest. Telling of the episode Tur- 
rou states: 

“Later I discovered he had been 
on board ship all the time. Word 
of the arrest of Voss had been 
flashed to the ship in code. The 
crew manifest had been deliberate- 
ly faked to prevent the United 
States Government from seizing 
Jaenichen.” 

But the major escape was that 
of Dr. Griebl, conceded by Turrou 
to be the master mind of the spy 
plot in this country and the source 
of most of the clews which led to 
exposure of the ramifications of 
the espionage ring. 

Why was not Dr. Grieb! locked 
up? Why was he allowed to 
main free while the underlings who 
faced trial were detained? These 
are questions which have never be- 
fore been explained. They consti- 
tuted a basis for an attack on Tur- 
rou by defense attorneys at the 
trial who openly accused him of 
permitting Dr. Griebl to escape in 
exchange for information which 
which enable him to “frame” the 
minor espionage agents and supply 
an exciting account of the intrigue 
of the “higher ups’—who fled or 
were already safe in Germany. 

At the trial, as reported in the 
Post-Dispatch, Miss Katherine 
Moog, companion of the physician, 
testified that Turrou telephoned 
Dr. Griebl that a subpena requiring 
his presence had lapsed and a new 
one would be issued. In the interim 
Dr. Griebi fled. 


Now for the first time Turrou 
gives his account of the flight of 
Dr. Griebl and his reasons for not 
keeping him in custody. 

“In vieW of the open though un- 
substantiated charges by defense 
counsel during the trial that I al- 
lowed Grieb] to eseape in return 
for a bribe,” Turrou states, “I think 
I have a right to reveal publicly 
t.at every step was taken only 
after conference with United States 
Attorney Lamar Hardy, my super- 
iors in the FBl—and the advice 
and sanction of Washington. For 
the State Department in Washing- 
ton, I feel justified in revealing 
now for the first time, was aware 
of every move in the case and we 
took no move without its sanc- 
tion.”

IVING his reasons for letting 

Dr. Griebl. “wander around 

loose, although we knew he was 
the chief Nazi spy in America,” 
Turrou says: 

“Griebl was the type who thought 
himself so smart that he probably 
would outsmart himself if we gave 
him enough rope. We hade quite 
a chain of circumstantial evidence 
around him but as yet no legal 
proof of an overt act. His con- 
fession very shrewdly avoided his 
own direct complicity in any defi- 
nite act of espionage.” 

Turrou recalls that Dr. Griebl 
had informed authorities about 
Voss, Gudenberg, members of the 
Gestapo in this country and other 
persons who fitted in the piot. 

“Of utmost importance was the 
fact that it was he who definitely 


-implicated high Nazi officials in 


the spy ring here,” Turrou states. 
“It was he who told us first of 
Kapitan-Leutnant Dr. Erich Pheif- 
fer, of Bremen, who was in direct 


charge of the Nazi spy conspiracy 
in the country. It was he who 
first told us about Kapitan- 
Leutnants Udo von Bonin and 
Herman Menzel, stationed at the 
War Ministry in Berlin, chiefs of 
Nazi espionage. It was his testi- 
mony that enabled Government 
agents to make the investigation 
as a result of which the United 
States grand jury was able to take 
the unprecedented action of in- 
dicting high officials of a foreign 
country.” 

Turrou advanced the theory that 
by “squealing to save his own 
hide” the physician had signed 
his death warrant in Germany 
whereas he faced at the most a 
few years in prison in this coun- 
try. Hé observed that Dr. Grieb] 
“thought he was fooling us about 
his own complicity—and we let 
him go on thinking so.”

That was the 
last Mrs. Griebl saw of her hus- 
band in this country. 

After waiting for two hours she 
saw the Bremen sail. It was mid- 
night. Hurrying to the Hansa she 
inquired whether Dr..Griebl was 
aboard. He was not there. Sus- 
picious that he had kept a tryst 
with Miss Moog—recalling the trip 
Dr. Griebl and Miss Moog took 
to Germany, described previously 
—She telephoned Miss Moog, ac- 
cused her of having the physician 
in her apartment. But Miss Moog’s 
alarmed exciamations when she 
learned Dr. Griebl was missing al- 
layed her suspicions and convinced 
her he had disappeared. She pro- 
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fessed to be sure he had been ab- 
ducted by the gestapo. 

Mrs. Grieb!l had ample reason to 
fear operatives of the German 
secret police and to suspect that 
they might have designs upon her 
husband. She had visited Germany 
a few months previously attempt- 
ing to make final arrangements 
with the Nazi authorities to obtain 
for a song valuable property at 
Giessen, which was owned by a 
Jew, as a reward to Dr. Grieb! for 
his services to the Nazi cause 

This was a property at Giessen, 
owned by one Isadore Berliner. 
valued at about $100,000. To lend 
a semblance of legality to the deed 
deal Dr. and Mrs. Griebl were go- 
ing to deed Berliner their summer 
cottage Westchester C: 

Dr. Griebl estimated the value of 
this property at less than $20,000 
The deal finally went through. The 
Summer cottage was registered 
Berliner’s name in exchange 
the $100,000 property and a 
and 15,000 Reich Mark ransom 
the Nazi government. 

Piaintive indeed is a letter from 
Be: to Dr. Griebl's brother, at 
Wuersburg, Germany, in whicna he 
States 

“I hope to hear from you at your 
earliest convenience and please re- 
member that I am today quite ex- 
hausted which exhaustion was 
brought on by these very numerous 
discussions, conferences and cor- 
respondence. 

“Il am not the man I was in 
June, 1937. 

“Very truly yours, 
“BERLINER.” 

Even more illuminating is a let- 
ter to Mrs. Griebl from the Presi- 
dent's office of the German Cur- 
rency Exchange Agency. To Tur- 
rou it constitutes an admission 
that the deal was being put through 
to pay for Griebl’s spy service. The 
letter’ states: 

“In response to your letter of 
March 5, 1938, I would like to state 
that the peculiar circumstances in 
your case make it justified to grant 
you the exchange with Mr. Berliner 
if he is willing to pay $3000 and 
15,000 marks to the German Gold 
Diskontbank in Belin,” 

Mrs. Grieb!l was due bac 
York from her conference 
German officials to expedite 
deal on April 12. Turrou boarded 
the Europa at Quarantine to ques- 
tion her before she had an oppor- 
tunity to talk to her husband. But 
there was no trace of her aboard— 
although her name was on the pas- 
senger list. It was ascertained that 
she had been taken off at Brem- 
erhaven just before sailing time. 
but had engaged passage to return 
on the Bremen. from Cherbourg, 
arriving April 21: 

This time Mrs, Griebl was aboard, 
Turrou recalls. Hysterically, she 
related to him that an hour before 
the Europa was due to sail from 
Bremerhaven two Gestapo men 
burst into her cabin. 

“You can’t sail. Come with us,” 
they ordered. Disregarding her pro- 
tests they roughly hustled her off 
the ship. She steadfastly kept 
mum about what happened after 
that. She never told who she saw 
in the next few days or what was 
said to her when she was finally 
permitted to sail on the Bremen. 

Turrou states, however, that he 
learned subsequently that Kapitan- 
Leutnant Pheiffer ordered that she 
be taken from the Europa. He sur- 
mises that the spy chief had been 
informed Dr..Griebi and Miss 
Moog vet being questioned and 
decided to detain Mrs. Griebi, per- 
haps to instruct her what messages 
to give the doctor upon her return. 

As a matter of fact the investi-

gators took Mrs. Griebl’s story of 
her husband's departure with sev- 
eral grains of salt. In the first 
place a garage mechanic who drove 
her home from the deserted pier 
said she appeared to be calm and 
normal. When they reached the 
garage where the physicians car 
was kept, he reported, she re- 
moved the medicine kit with the 
observation 
“The Doctor 
a iong ti 
emergency trip.” 
Later she had 
to him and attempted to 
his automobile. When she was dis- 
covered buying+ passage to sail to 
Germany the Bremen on 
June 14, last, she was held under 
bail of $5000 as a maternal witness. 
Subsequentiy she was allowed to go 
to Germany when complained 
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on one occasion, 
when called testify before the 
granada jury of the dramatic circum- 
stances of the departure of Heinz 
Spanknoebl, Nazi propagandist who 
fled while under Federal investiga- 
tion, declined to swear on the 
Bible before testifying. She de- 
clared it was “a pack of Jew lies;” 
Turrou states, and offered to swear 
by the American flag instead. 

The escape of Dr. Griebl, Turrou 
claims, was engineered by Wilhelm 
Boehnke, leader of the Nazi storm 
troopers on the Europa whose 
strange role aboard ship will be 
discussed later. 

But Gestapo or no Gestapo, true 
story or false, the first thing to 
do was to locate Griebl. The 
Bremen was 200 miles at sea when 
Mrs. Griebl and Miss Moog told 
their stories of his departure. 

A radio message to the liner 
elicited the that the doctor 
was aboard—as a stowaway. aA 
United States Coast Guard sea- 
plane was warmed up in readiness 
for a flight to sea to overhaul the 
German ship and take Dr. Griebl 
off 

But Capt. Adolph Ahrens, of the 
Bremen according to Turrow, 
parried « direct query as to whether 
would surrender Dr. Griebl. 
Instead, he radioed that inclement 
weather and poor visibility at sea 
would make the flight too hazard- 
ous. Upon receiving a reply that 
pilot and Federal agent were will- 
ing to take a chance the Captain 
declined to take the responsibility 
of alarming the 1300 passengers 
on the ship by stopping and low- 
ering a boat to take Dr. Grieb! off. 

So the flight was abandoned. Ar- 
rangements were made to have him 
surrender to French authorities at 
Cherbourg on presentation of a 
warrant. The warrant was cabled 
to Cherbourg well ahead of the 
arrival of the liner. 

But Griebl, who had produced 
money to pay his fare and was 
listed as a passenger rather than 
a stowaway, was not surrendered. 
The ship's master received orders 
from his home office that the Ger- 
man Government had directed that 
the doctor shovid not he sur- 
rendered to authorities at Cher- 
boroug but brought instead to 
Bremerhaven, on German soil. 

That was but one of many ex- 
amples of the manner in which 
German ships were used to facili- 
tate the workings of the spy piot.
